Introduction 


What  is  a  lottery? 

A  lottery  consists  of  three  elements:  prize,  chance  and  consideration. 


Lotteries  are  not  new  to  American  history... 

Thefirst  lottery  with  cash  prizes  dates  back  to  1490,  two  years  before  Columbus  set  sail.  Lotteries  were 
authorized  to  raise  money  for  thecolonial  army  In  addition,  a  lottery  helped  put  a  roof  on  the  United  States  Capitol. 
Lotteriesalso  helped  build  educational  institutions  like  Harvard,  Yaleand  Princeton  universities. 

Itwasn'tuntil  1964  that  the  modern  lottery  era  began  in  New  Hampshire,  and  si  nee  that  time,  lotteries  have 
brought  more  than  $100  billion  in  revenues  for  a  variety  of  state  programs.  Thirty-eight  states  and  the  District  of 
Col  u  m  bi  a  cu  rrentl  y  have  a  I  ottery  For  a  com  pi  ete  h  i  stori  cal  ti  mel  i  n  e  of  I  otteri  es,  vi  si  t  www.  naspl  .org. 

On  Nov  6, 1984,  Missouri  voters  overwhelmingly  approved  theMissouri  Lottery  by  passing  Amendments, 
which  repealed  a  section  of  the  state's  constitution  prohibiting  a  lottery  The  measure  passed  with  70  percent  of  the 
vote,  making  the  Missouri  Lottery  the  23rd  lottery  in  the  United  States. 


Missouri's  Lottery 

Missouri  Lottery  ticket  sales  began  16  years  ago  in  January  1986,  and  si  nee  that  time,  the  Lottery  has 
provided  the  state,  including  education,  with  more  than  $1.7  billion  in  proceeds.  In  addition,  170  players  have  won 
ife-changing  jackpots  between  $1  million  and  $69  million,  totaling  more  than  $1  billion,  and  Missouri  Lottery 
retailers  have  earned  more  than  $323  million  in  commissions,  incentives  and  bonuses. 

Afive-member  commission,  appointed  by  thegovernor  and  approved  by  theSenate,  governs  the  Lottery  The 
executive  di  rector  oversees  the  dai  ly  operations  of  the  government  agency 

TheMissouri  Lottery  is  based  in  Jefferson  City  with  three  regional  offices  located  in:  Kansas  City,  St.  Louis 
and  Springfield.  The  Lottery  is  broken  down  into  four  divisions:  Communications,  Finance  &  Administration,  Sales 
&  Marketing  and  Security.

All  Numbers  Games  includean  opportunityfor  players  to  select  theirown  lucky  numbers  or  let  the  computer 
select  the  numbers  by  using  Quick  Pick.  Approximately  60  percent  of  players  currently  use  Quick  Pick  overall  in  the 
Missouri  Lottery's  games. 

Daily  Game  Sampler  Play  Option 

On  Dec.  1, 1999,  the  Lottery  began  offeri  ng  pi  ayers  a  simple  way  to  buy  one  pi  ay  for  each  of  the  Lottery's 
three  daily  Numbers  Games.  With  a  $3  Daily  Game  Sampler  combination  play,  players  get  the  chance  to  win  more 
than  $56,000-  up  to  $50,000  tax  paid  in  SHOW  ME  5  Paydown,  up  to  $6,000  in  Pick  4  and  up  to  $598  in  Pick  3. 
Players  can  usea  special  Daily  Game  Sampler  playslipto  select  theirown  numbers  or  (verbally)  ask  for  a  Daily  Game 
Sam  pi  er  to  recei  ve  th  ree  Qu  i  ck  P  i  ck  ti  ckets. 

Scratchers 

The  Missouri  Lottery  has  offered  players  more  than  386  different  instant-win  games  ranging  from  $1  to 
$5  since  it  began  onjan.  20, 1986.  These  games  continue  to  pay  out  prizes  ranging  from  a  free  ticket  to  more  than 
$1  million  -  instantly. 

Overall  odds  vary  from  game  to  game  due  to  the  variance  in  prize  structures.  Generally,  Scratchers 
games  have  average  odds  of  wi  nni  ng  of  1  i  n  4  to  1  i  n  4.5.  However,  this  does  not  mean  that  every  fourth  or  fifth  ticket 
wi  1 1  be  a  wi  n  ner,  as  wi  n  n  i  ng  ti  ckets  are  pri  nted  at  ran  dom . 

Pull-Tabs 

More  than  101  Pull -Tab  games  have  been  introduced  si  nee  the  Lottery  began  offering  the  games  in 
May  1990.  These  games,  sometimes  known  as  "pickles"  or  "break-opens,"  are  sold  mainly  in  liquor- by- th e- dr i n k 
establishments,  predominantly  through  Pull -Tab  vending  machines,  and  offer  players  a  chance  to  win  prizes  ranging 
from  25  cents  to  $1,000.  The  cost  of  the  tickets  range  from  25  cents  to  $1.  Pull-Tabsmustbe  redeemed  atthesame 
retail  location  where  they  were  purchased  on  the  same  day  they  were  purchased. 

Overall  oddsvaryfrom  gameto  game  due  to  the  variance  in  prize  structures  and  price  points.  Generally, 
Pull-Tab  games  have  average  odds  of  wi  nni  ng  of  1  i  n  4.74  to  1  i  n  7.5.  However,  buyi  ng  up  to  seven  tickets  does  not 
necessarily  ensure  a  winner,  since  winning  ti  cketsare  dispersed  randomly  throughout  each  ticket  pack. 

Ticket  Tips 

•  Upon  purchase  of  your  ticket,  completely  fill  out  the  back  and  sign  it.  Remember,  in  order  to  claim  any  lottery  prize, 
you  must  have  your  ticket.  Justlike  dollar  bills,  I  ottery  ti  ckets  are  bearer  i  nstruments. 

•  Keep  tickets  in  a  safe  place.  From  ti  me  to  ti  me,  we  receive  tickets  from  players  that  have  been  destroyed  by  washi  ng 
machines.  Unfortunately,  most  of  these  tickets  have  been  too  badly  damaged  for  the  Lottery  to  reconstruct. 

•  Ensure  the  wager  on  the  ticket  is  the  one  you  requested  before  you  exchange  money  for  the  ticket.    It  is  your  responsi- 
bility to  ensure  that  your  ticket  has  thecorrect  information,  like  the  numbers  played,  dates  played,  type  of  play,  etc. 

•  Always  allow  extra  time  for  any  damaged  ticket  you  send  to  the  Lottery  for  verification.   Damaged  ti  ckets  wi  1 1  take 
more  time  to  process. 

•  Always  redeem  your  tickets  as  soon  as  you  discover  a  winner.  Numbers  Game  tickets  expi  re  365  days  after  the  draw 
date.  Scratchers  games  expi  re  365  days  after  the  offici  al  game  ending  date.  For  a  list  of  Scratchers  official  game 
ending  dates,  visit  the  Lottery's  Web  site  ( www.molottery.com) . 


Powerball  isa  multi-state  Numbers  Game  run  bythe  Multi-State  Lottery  Association  (MUSL)  in  DesMoines, 
Iowa.  There  are  currently  22  members  in  Powerball  with  a  combined  population  of  more  than  64.2  million.  Mem- 
bersare:  Arizona, Colorado, Connecticut,  Delaware, D.C., Idaho, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas,  Kentucky,  Louisiana, 
Minnesota,  Missouri,  Montana,  Nebraska,  New  Hampshire,  New  Mexico,  Oregon,  Rhode  Island,  South  Dakota,  West 
Virginia  and  Wisconsin. 

The  game  changed  from  the  Lotto  America  gameto  Powerball  on  April  19,1992.  Lotto  America  was  also 
known  as  Missouri's  Megabucks  before  changing  to  Powerball.  Jackpots  begin  attheminimum  of  $10  million  and 
have  reached  nearly  $300  million.  Of  every  dollar  spent  on  Powerball,  approximately  29  cents  goes  to  fund  the 
jackpot.  The  rest  stays  in  Missouri  to:  pay  other  prizewinners;  provide  proceedsto  public  education;  to  pay  retailer 
commissions;  pay  incentives  and  bonuses;  and  pay  for  administrative  expenses. 

Powerball  jackpot  winners  have  60  days  after  thedrawing  to  decide  if  they  would  like  to  receive  the  prize  in 
one  payment  (cash  option)  or  spread  over  25  annual  payments. 

I  n  addi  ti  on  to  the  chance  to  wi  n  mi  1 1  i  ons  i  n  Powerbal  I ,  the  game  now  offers  an  opti  onal  promoti  onal 
feature  called  Power  Play,  which  is  designed  to  multiply  winni ngs  of  prizes  other  than  thejackpot.  For  an  extra  $1, 
players  have  the  chance  to  multiply  winnings  up  to  five  times  theoriginal  amount,  with  the  exception  of  thejackpot. 
Thismeans  the  second-place  prize  of  $100,000  has  thepotential  to  reach  a  half  of  a  million  dollars  each  drawing! 

To  play  using  the  new  Power  Play  feature,  players  should  complete  a  special  Power  Play  playslip  found  at 
Missouri  Lottery  retail  locations.  The  Power  Play  feature  costs  an  additional  $1,  so  the  total  cost  for  one  Powerbal  I 
play  with  the  new  feature  is  $2.  Winners  who  select  the  Power  Play  option  will  be  ableto  win  from  $3  to  $500,000 
depending  on  the  number  of  balls  matched  and  the  Power  Play  number. 

Prior  to  each  Powerball  drawing  at  9:59  p.m.  CST  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday,  a  wheel  will  be  spun  that  has 
12  spaces  labeled  with  the  numbers  1,2, 3, 4  and  5.  Thewheel  contains  four  "5s"  and  two  of  each  of  the  other 
numbers  for  great  odds  at  i  ncreasi  ng  the  $3  to  $100,000  prizes. 

For  example,  let's  say  you  chose  the  Power  Play  option,  paidtheextra  $1  and  you  matched  all  five  white  ball 
numbers  drawn  that  night  to  win  the  $100,000  prize.  If  that  night  the  Power  Play  number  selected  was  a  five,  you 
would  win  $500,000! 


How  to  play:  Pick  five  numbers  between  1  and  49,  and  one  number  between  1  and 

42  ( "the  Powerbal  I " ) ,  or  sd  ect  Qu  i  ck  P  i  ck  and  the  computer  wi  1 1 
randomly  generate  six  numbers  for  you.

Players  have  exactly  oneyear  from  a  Scratchers  game's  official  end  date  to  claim  a  prize  or  exactly  one  year 
from  the  drawing  to  claim  a  prize. 

Taxes 

The  Lottery  withholds4  percent  Missouri  state  taxes  on  prizes  of  $600  or  more  and  an  additional  27.5 
percent  (27  percentstarting  Jan.  1, 2002)  federal  tax  for  prizes  more  than  $5,000.  Depending  on  a  player's  income 
situation,  he  or  she  may  owe  additional  taxes  or  may  receive  a  refund. 


Missouri  Lottery  Drawings 


Missouri  Lottery  drawings  are  held  nightly  atthejefferson  Building  in  Jefferson  City,  and  they  are 
broadcast  to  two  television  stations  contracted  to  carrythelive  drawings.  Players  can  also  view  the  Missouri  Lottery's 
drawingsatwww.molottery.com/pastnum/video.htm.  Mdeo  will  beavailableno  later  than  8:01  p.m.  following  each 
nightly  draw.  Past  drawi  ngs  are  al so  avai  I abl e  to  vi  ew  at  the  site. 

I  ntegrity  and  security  are  of  the  utmost  importance  for  the  Missouri  Lottery  drawings.  Two  Lottery  employees 
and  one  representative/auditor  from  an  independent  accounting  firm  are  present  for  every  drawing  and  make  up  the 
drawingteam.  The  auditor  ensures  all  drawing  procedures  arefollowed.  Three  pre-tests,  the  actual  drawing  and 
three  post-tests  are  all  videotaped  by  Missouri  Lottery  producers. 

Prior  to  each  nightly  drawing,  theequipment  is  removed  from  its  locked  storage  area  and  tests  are  con- 
ducted to  make  sure  the  drawing  machines  are  operating  correctly  The  numbers  drawn  in  these  tests  are  recorded  by 
an  independent  auditor  and  the  drawing  manager.  The  tests  are  conducted  using  theset  of  balls  randomly  selected 
for  that  night's  drawing.  If  any  machineor  ball  setdoes  not  meetthepre-draw  requirements,  it  is  replaced  with  the 
alternate  ball  machineor  ball  set,  also  chosen  at  random. 

During  the  drawing,  asthe  balls  are  being  drawn,  they  areinspected  by  the  security  specialist  and  indepen- 
dent auditor  to  verify  that  the  numbers  broadcast  by  theannouncer  correspond  to  theactual  ballsdrawn. 

Ball  security 

Periodically  each  set  of  drawing  balls  issubjected  to  a  series  of  tests  by  an  independent  laboratory  to  ensure 
uniformity  Upon  satisfactory  completion  of  recertifi cation,  each  set  of  balls  is  placed  in  its  case  and  sealed.  The 
sealed  ball  sets  are  returned  to  Lottery  Security  These  seals  are  not  broken  until  the  set  is  used  in  a  drawing. 

When  not  being  used  for  an  official  drawing,  all  ball  sets  and  drawing  equipment  are  stored  in  a  secured, 
I ocked  room  provi ded  at  th e  studi o  I ocati on .  Th i s  room  i s  I  ocked  an d  metal  seal s  are  pi aced  on  th e  I ock  to  I  i  m i t  access 
to  theequipment.

There  are  approximately  5,000  retailers  currently  licensed  to  sell  Missouri  Lottery  products 
across  the  state.  Lottery  retailers  have  earned  more  than  $323  million  in  commissions,  incentivesand  bonuses  since 
Lottery  sales  began  in  1986. 

How  Do  Retailers  Benefit? 

•  Lottery  retailers  who  sell  Numbers  Gamesand  Scratchersticketsearn  5  cents  for  every  $1  in 
products  they  sell; 

•  Lottery  retailers  receive  a  bonusof  an  amountequal  to  2  percent  of  the  total  amount  of  the  prize 
up  to  $599  that  they  redeem; 

•  Lottery  retailers  also  receivea  bonus  equal  to  1  percent  for  selling  a  winning  Lotto  jackpot;

To  becomea  Missouri  Lottery  retailer,  call  the  Lottery  regional  office  nearest  you  (seepages). 
You  will  need  to  complete  paperwork  and  meet  criteria  to  qualify  as  a  Missouri  Lottery  retailer.  Thefollowing  criteria 
must  be  met: 

•  Musthavea  Missouri  salestax license; 

•  Must  not  be  in  business  solely  to  sell  Missouri  Lottery  tickets; 

•  Must  not  haveany  felony  convictionsor  any  convictions  involving  bookmaking,  illegal 
gambling,  fraud  or  misrepresentation; 

•  Must  not  be  del i nquent  i  n  the  payment  of  any  debt  to  the  state  of  Missouri; 

•  M u st  m ake  appl i cati on  with  the  Missouri  Lottery  and  pay  a  $10  appl i cati on  processi ng  fee; 

•  Must  post  either  a  $3,000  Surety  bond  from  an  insurance  company  licensed  to  do  business  in 
Missouri  or  pay  a  $15  bond  fee  to  the  Missouri  Lottery  for  the  first  year's  coverage. 

In  most  cases,  once  an  application  is  received  by  licensing  and  no  problems  are  encountered  during 
processing,  a  retailer  can  be  licensed  and  ready  for  ticket  orders  within  seven  to  10  working  days.

Where  Do  Missouri  Lottery  Proceeds  Go? 


When  the  Missouri  Lottery  first  started,  all  proceeds  were  transferred  to  the  General  RevenueFund.  From 
January  1986  to  July  1993,  the  Lottery  transferred  more  than  a  half-billion  dollars  to  the  General  Revenue  Fund  for  a 
variety  of  state  programs  and  servi ces,  i  ncl  udi  ng  publ  i  c  educati on . 

I  n  August  1992, 78  percent  of  voters  approved  Amendment  11  earmarki  ng  Lottery  proceeds  solely  to  benefit 
public  education.  Sincejuly  1993,  all  Lottery  proceeds  have  gone  to  the  Lottery  Proceeds  Fund  for  public  education  in 
Missouri  -  more  than  half  a  billion  dollars!  (For  a  complete  breakdown  of  where  the  money  goes  in  any  specific  fiscal 
year,  writeto  Missouri  Lottery  headquarters  in  Jefferson  City  or  visitour  Websiteatwww.molotterycom). 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  Lottery  has  provided  public  education  programs  in  Missouri  with  more  than 
$156.9  million.  Though  it  is  a  significant  amount,  it  is  only  approximately  3.6  percent  of  public  education's  annual 
funding  needs. 

During  the  past  eight  years,  Missouri  Lottery  proceeds  have  gone  to  programs  such  as  early  childhood  special 
education,  computer  networking,  the  construction  of  college  and  university  buildingsand  educational  scholarships. 
The  Missouri  Legislature  appropriates  the  revenues  to  various  elementary,  secondary  and  higher  education  programs 
each  year,  and  therefore,  the  programsfunded  change  from  year-to-year. 

Approximately  29.5  cents  of  every  dollar  spent  on  the  Lottery  benefits  Missouri's  public  elementary,  second- 
ary and  higher  education  programs.  Fifty-six  cents  goes  back  to  players  as  prizes,  8.25  cents  is  used  for  administrative 
costsand  6.25  cents  goes  to  retailers  in  theform  of  commissions,  incentives  and  bonuses.  In  all,  more  than  92  cents 
of  every  dollar  stays  in  Missouri.

Thisprogram,  provided  through  the  Outstanding  SchoolsAct,  is  designed  to  ensure  all  students  graduate  from  school, 
complete  a  challenging  course  of  studies  with  identified  learner  expectations  and  proceed  from  graduation  to  a 
college,  post-secondary  education  or  to  workplace  skill-development  opportunities.  The  Lottery  proceeds  are  being 
used  to  fund  community  college  scholarships  for  students  who  might  otherwise  be  unableto  attend  college. 

$1 .4  million        Vocational  Rehabilitation  Program 

This  money  will  be  used  by  the  Division  of  vocational  Rehabilitation  to  assist  clients  who  have  disabilities  to  obtain 
employment  by  diagnosis,  physical  restoration,  training,  placementand  other  related  services.

This  project  will  prom  ote  the  con  sol  i  dati  on  of  entitlement  and  competitive  grants;  stream  I  i  ne  adm  i  n  i  strati  on  and 
application  processes;  and  create  on-line  I  nternet  applicationsthat  tiedistrict  planning  to  the  Missouri  School 
Improvement  Program  requirements. 

$994,998  Character  Education  Initiatives 

These  funds  will  provide  teacher  training  and  resources  to  schools  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  universal  values 
such  as  responsibility,  respect,  trustworthiness,  fairness,  caring  and  citizenship. 

$874,321  Pupil  Testing  Program 

This  money  will  help  develop  a  performance-based  evaluation  system  for  Missouri  students,  as  required  by  the 
Outstanding  SchoolsAct.

What  is  a  Minority  Business  Enterprise? 

A  Minority  Business  Enterprise  (MBE)  is  defined  as  an  independent  business  that  is  at  least  51  percent  owned 
and  controlled  (which  involves  the  management  of  dailybusiness  operations)  by  one  or  more  minorities.  Inthecase 
of  a  publicly-owned  business,  at  least  51  percent  of  the  stock  must  beowned  by  oneor  more  minorities.  Aminority  is 
defined  as  a  person  who  isa  citizen  or  lawful  permanent  resident  of  the  United  States  and  who  is  black,  Hispanic, 
Native  American  (American  Indian,  American  Eskimo,  Aleut,  Native  Hawaiian),  Asian  Pacific  American  (originsfrom 
Japan,  China,  the  Philippines,  Vietnam,  Korea,  Somoa,  Guam,  the  United  States  Trust  Territories  of  the  Pacific, 
Northern  Mariana  Islands,  Laos,  Cambodia  and  Taiwan),  or  Asian  Indian  American  (originsfrom  India,  Pakistan 
and  Bangladesh). 

What  is  a  Women  Business  Enterprise? 

AWomen  Business  Enterprise  (WBE)  isan  independent  business  that  is  at  least  51  percent  owned  and 
controlled  (which  involves  the  management  of  dailybusiness  operations)  by  one  or  more  women.  Inthecase  of  a 
publicly-owned  business,  at  least  52  percent  of  the  stock  must  be  owned  by  one  or  more  women. 

The  Lottery  also  provides  additional  supportto  minorities  by  sponsoring  thetraveling  Black  Archives  Exhibit 
and  various  minority  trade  shows  and  exhibits  throughout  Missouri.

Responsible  Gaming 


With  manythingsin  life,  there  are  people  who  have  problems  with  moderation.  Gamingis 
no  exception.  Avery  small  percentage  of  gamblers  have  problems  playing  responsibly  and  could  be  considered 
"compulsive"  or  "pathological." 


What  Is  Compulsive  Gambling? 

Compulsive  gambling  isa  behavior  disorder  in  which  an  individual  hasan  uncontrollable  preoccupation 
and  urge  to  gamble.  This  results  in  excessive  gambling,  the  outcome  of  which  islossoftimeand  money.  The 
gambling  reaches  the  point  at  which  it  compromises,  disrupts  or  destroys  the  gambler's  personal  life,  family  relation- 
ships or  vocational  pursuits.  The  key  signs  are  emotional  dependanceon  gambling,  lossof  control  and  interference 
with  normal  functioning. 


Do  You  Have  A  Problem? 

•  Frequently  think  about  past  gambling  experiences,  future  plans  or  how  to  get  money  for  gambling; 

•  Need  to  increase  spending  to  reach  a  high  level  of  excitement; 

•  Have  failed  at  stopping  or  controlling  gambling; 

•  Become  restless  and/or  irritable  when  trying  to  cut  back  or  stop  gambling; 

•  Gamble  to  escape  problems  and  to  feel  better; 

•  Frequently  return  to  "get  even"  after  experiencing  losses  (chasing  one'slosses); 

•  Lieto  cover  up  gambling  activity; 

•  Havecommitted  or  planned  illegal  actsto  finance  gambling; 

•  Have  problems  with  job,  school  or  relationships; 

•  Rely  on  others  to  help  out  fi  nanci  al  I  y

During  Missouri's  Responsible  Gambling  Education  Week  in  August  2000,  the  Missouri  Alliance  to 
Curb  Problem  Gambling  kicked  off  a  youth  gambling  prevention  campaign  to  help  educate  youth,  parents, 
school  counselors  and  officials,  and  the  general  public  about  the  dangers  of  gamb  ing  at  a  young  age. 

TheAlliance'syouth  gambling  prevention  campaign  includes  an  in-school  awareness  program  called  "Al 
Bets  Off,"  posters,  brochures,  speaker  presentations,  informational  mailings  to  school  counselors  and  attendance  at 
educational  conferences  throughout  the  state.  With  guidanceand  assistance  provided  through  the  Division  of 
Guidance  and  Placement  at  the  Missouri  Department  of  Elementary  &  Secondary  Education,  this  campaign  was 
designed  to  be  the  initial  step  in  creating  a  comprehensive  awareness  program  to  prevent  gambling  among  youth  in 
Missouri. 


Seniors 

A  new  awareness  campaign  aimed  at  older  adult  problem  gamblers  was  introduced  in  August  2001  during 
thethird  annual  Missouri  ResponsibleGaming  Education  Week,

The  Missouri  Department  of  Mental  Health  estimates  that  95  percent  of  the  Missouri 
residents  who  purchase  Lottery  tickets  or  visit  riverboat  casinos  or  bingo  parlors  understand  the  costs  and 
risks  of  participating  in  these  games  of  chance.  However,  upto  5  percent  of  the  individuals  who  parti  cipatein  these 
gambling  activities  experience  personal,  financial  and  social  difficulties  due  to  an  obsession  with  these  games. 

The  purpose  of  the  MACCG  isto  educate  Missourians  on  the  potential  charateri  sties  and  dangers  of  problem 
gambling,  to  refer  compulsive  gamblersand  their  family  and  friends  to  free  treatmentth  rough  a  toll-free  help  line,  to 
prevent  underage  play  and  to  promote  responsible  gaming.

Q.        If  I  win  a  big  jackpot  prize  and  I  die  before  I  receive  it  all,  where  does  the  remaining 
money  go? 

A       When  a  jackpot  winner  dies,  the  Missouri  Lottery  continuesto  make  paymentsto  thewinner'sheirs. 
Q.        Do  Lottery  proceeds  really  go  to  schools? 

A       Yes,  about29.5  centsof  every  dollar  spenton  the  Missouri  Lottery  goesto  Missouri's  public  schools.  From 
the  start  of  the  Lottery  i  n  January  1986  to  June  30, 1993,  al  I  Lottery  proceeds  were  di  rected  to  the  state's 
General  Revenue  Fund,  including  education.  I  n  August  1992,  Missouri's  voters  elected  to  have  all  Lottery 
joceeds  go  solely  to  education.  Sincejuly  1, 1993,  the  Missouri  Lottery  has  contributed  more  than  $1 
Dillion  to  education.  In  fiscal  year  2001,  the  Lottery  contributed  more  than  $156.9  million  to  elementary, 
secondary  and  higher  education.  That  amount  is  about  3  percent  of  the  total  funds  needed  to  fund  the 
state's  public  education  system  every  year.  Th  ose  f  u  n  ds  a  re  a  ppro  pr  i  ated  a  n  n  u  a  1 1  y  to  statewi  de  ed  u  cati  on 
programs  by  the  Missouri  Legislature. 

Q.       Why  don't  I  ever  hear  about  top-prize  winners  in  Scratchers  games? 

A  News  releases  with  the  names  of  the  prize  wi  nners  of  $1,000  or  above  are  sent  to  media  throughout  the  state. 
Alist  of  these  winners  also  is  availab  e  upon  request  to  the  Missouri  Lottery  headquarters  in  Jefferson  City 

Q.        It  seems  when  the  Lottery  first  started,  I  won  more  often  in  the  Scratchers  games.  Are 
there  fewer  prizes  now? 

A  Actual  ly,  the  odds  of  wi  nni  ng  a  prize  i  n  the  Lottery's  Scratchers  games  conti  nue  to  get  better.  I  n  the  Lottery's 
early  days,  by  law,  games  only  paid  out  45  percent  of  sales  in  prizes.  Now  games  pay  out  an  average  of  more 
than  63  percent  of  sales  in  prizes,  and  an  averageof  approximately  1  in  every  4.2  tickets  is  a  winner. 


Q.        It  seems  Scratchers  winners  are  always  in  the  big  cities.  Do  you  send  more 
winning  tickets  there? 

A       No  one,  including  Missouri  Lottery  employees,  knows  where  winning  Scratchersare  located.  Strict  security 
measuresarein  place  at  al  I  timesduringtheticket-printing  process.  The  only  way  to  detect  a  winning  ticket 
is  by  scratching  offthecoating  that  covers  theplay  area.

Q.        Do  you  hand-select  the  contestants  on  the  "Fun  &  Fortune"  game  show? 

A       Anyone  who  buys  Missouri  Lottery  "Fun  &  Fortune"  Scratcherstickets  has  thesamechanceto  win  an 

AUTOMATI C  contestant  seat  as  anyone  else.  Contestant  and  home- partner  positions  are  fi  I  led  by  owners  of 
winning  ENTRY  tickets  that  are  selected  each  Tuesday  through  a  random  drawing.  The  drawing  includes 
all  ENTRY  tickets  received  throughout  that  week.  After  each  weekly  "entry  ticket"  drawing,  all  non-selected 
tickets  are  destroyed. 

These  drawings  are  videotaped  and  are  conducted  in  a  secured  location  under  the  direction  of  a 
Lottery  drawing  manager,  a  Lottery  security  official  and  an  independent  auditor.  All  of  the  ENTRY  tickets  are 
placed  in  a  mixing  barrel  and  are  thoroughly  mixed.  Ablind-folded  Lottery  official  then  draws  the  appro- 
priate number  of  ENTRY  tickets  needed  to  fill  the  contestant  and  home- partner  slots.  As  always,  these  weekly 
drawi  ngsareheld  in  J  efferson  City  and  areopen  to  the  public. 

Q.       Why  is  the  cash  value  of  a  jackpot  only  about  half  of  what  is  advertised? 
Where  does  the  rest  of  the  money  go? 

A       When  a  player  wins  a  Missouri  Lotto  or  Powerball  jackpot  and  he  or  she  selects  the  Cash  Option,  that  player 
receives  approxi  mately  half  the  advertised  jackpot,  minus31.5  percentin  taxes,  in  cash.  TheCash  Option 
entitles  the  winner  to  receive  all  the  money  the  Lottery  has  in  the  Lotto  or  Powerball  jackpot  fund  generated 
by  sales  during  that  jackpot  run.  If  a  winner  chooses  to  have  his  or  her  prize  distributed  over  25  years,  the 
Lottery  takes  that  jackpot  fund  and  i  nvests  it  to  accrue  the  ful  I  advertised  j  ackpot  amount  won. 

Q.        Are  the  terminals  and  the  drawing  equipment  connected,  letting  the  Missouri  Lottery 
determine  which  numbers  will  be  selected? 

A       Each  drawi  ng  mach i  ne  is  sel f-contai  ned  and  i  ndependent  of  any  other  system .  Each  number  selected 
during  thedrawing  is  randomly  drawn.  Tests  using  the  ball  sand  machines  are  conducted  just  beforeand 
immediately  after  each  drawing  to  ensure  randomness.  Every  drawing  is  observed  and  monitored  by  an 
i  ndependent  audi  ti  ng  fi  rm .  The  drawi  ngs  are  open  to  the  publ  i c. 

Q.       Why  doesn't  anyone  in  Missouri  ever  win  the  Powerball  jackpot? 

A       Out  of  the22  lotteries  participating  in  the  Powerball  game,  Missouri  rankssecond  in  terms  of  jackpot 
winnersand  the  amount  awarded  to  players  through  jackpot  prizes.  With  20  Powerball  jackpot  winners, 
Missouri  issecond  only  to  Indiana.  The  Missouri  Lottery  has  awarded  more  than  $578  million  in  Powerball 
jackpot  prizes. 

Q.       Since  so  many  people  play  Powerball,  aren't  the  odds  of  winning  worse? 

A       No  matter  how  many  people  play  Powerball,  the  odds  of  winning  never  change.  The  same  fact  holds  true  for 
Pick  3,  Pick  4,  SHOW  ME  5  Paydown  and  Lotto.  The  odds  are  based  on  the  amount  of  number  combina- 
tions, not  the  number  of  players.  Overall  odds  of  winning  a  prizein  Powerball  arel  in  35. 

Q.        Does  the  Missouri  Lottery  keep  most  of  its  profits? 

A       From  every  dol  lar  spent  on  a  Lottery  ti  cket,  more  than  92  cents  is  returned  to  Missouri  residents:  56  cents 
goes  back  to  players  through  prizes,  29.5  cents  goes  to  Missouri's  public  education  system  and  6.25  cents  is 
earned  by  retailers  who  sell  Lottery  tickets.  Just  8.25  cents  of  every  dol  lar  goes  to  pay  administrative  expenses 
including  advertising,  ticket  printing  and  computer  system  costs. 

Q.       Who  oversees  riverboat  gambling? 

A       Riverboat  gambling  isgoverned  by  the  Missouri  Gaming  Commission,  which  also  oversees  Bingo  games. 

Q.       Aren't  most  Lottery  players  poor  and  uneducated? 

A  The  Lottery's  most  recent  demographi c  i  nformati on  shows  that  the  typi cal  I ottery  pi ayer  i  s  a  h i gh 
school  graduate,  between  the  ages  of  35  and  54,  married,  employed  and  has  a  household  income 
between  $25,000  and  $40,000.

Q.        Is  there  a  danger  of  Lottery  players  becoming  compulsive  gamblers? 

A       Studiesshowupto  5  percentof  those  who  gamblethrough  all  means  experience  problems.  Thosewho 
do  ortheirfriendsandfamilycan  contact  the  Missouri  Alliance  to  Curb  Problem  Gambling's  (MACPG) 
help  line  at  1-888-BETSOFF  for  assistance  or  visit  the  organization's  Web  site  at  www.888betsoff.com 
(see  page  33). 

Q.       Why  does  it  seem  like  all  the  jackpot  winners  come  from  the  big  cities? 

A       Missouri  Lottery  jackpot  wi  nners  have  come  from  all  across  the  state.  Thenumber  of  winners  isgenerally 
proportionate  with  the  number  of  sales.  Therefore,  in  areas  where  salesare  higher,  there  will  also  tend 
to  be  more  winners.  Keep  in  mind  your  odds  of  winning  a  prize  are  the  same  no  matter  where  you  buy 
your  tickets. 

Q.        Isn't  the  Lottery  an  inefficient  way  to  raise  money? 

A       The  Missouri  Lottery  is  an  efficient  source  of  revenue.  Morethan  92  centsof  every  dollar  isreturnedto 
Missourians  in  oneform  or  another.  P I ayers  recei ve a pproxi m atel y  56  cents  i n  prizes,  education  receives 
approximately  29.5  centsand  retailers  receiveabout6.25  cents. 

Q.       Why  don't  Lottery  proceeds  increase  education's  funding? 

A       The  Lottery  does  not  allocate  Lottery  profitsto  specific  education  programs.  That  is  the  job  of  the  Legislature 
and  the  governor.  Al  Missouri  Lottery  proceeds  are  transferred  to  benefit  education  programs,  and  these 
proceeds  are  a  net  i  ncrease  i  n  revenues  for  the  state. 

Q.       Why  aren't  retailers  punished  for  selling  Lottery  products  to  minors? 

A  The  Missouri  Lottery  has  procedures  in  placeto  suspend  retailer  licensesto  anyoneselling  Lottery  products 
to  minors.  The  Lottery  also  places  vending  machines  where  they  can  be  monitored  by  clerks,  and  itplaces 
signage  on  the  machines  warning  minors  not  to  play
